Ellis eh of Menlo Park 
has one bit of sage advice after 
60 years in the barbering busi- 
ness 

“Never argue with the custo- 
mer!” he says 

It’s always best to begin a 
conversation where there may 
be sharp disagreement with, 
“Say. I heard a fellow say the 
other day that...” and let the 
customer take it from there 
according to the 75-year-old ve- 
teran hair cutter. 

This way the customer invar 
iably leaves the shop thinking 
that Simpson is a nice guy, no 
matter how heated or contro- 
versial the talk. At least so 
Simpson believes. 

The affable barber who has 
held forth at the shop at 1183 
E! Camino Real for the past 

18 years finally decided this 
week to retire for good, thus 
ending a career that started 
in 1902 in Wardner, Idaho. 
He was 16 at the time and 
learned the trade from 
scratch in his brother’s shop. 

Haircuts went for 35 cents in 
those days and shaves for 15. 
A beginning barber made on 
the average of $12 to $14 
week. 

“Of course, prices were high-

mally 25 cents then.” 

It’s been a long way from 
the “puff cut” of the early 
1900’s to the contemporary

the customer is the ultimate 
judge. 

Does he miss the old days of 
fancy beards and handlebai 
mustaches? 

“No, not really,’ Simpson 
Says. “I don’t want to clip 
beards again, especially those 
Van Dykes, that had to be per- 
fectly even on each side.” 

He does admit, however, 
that today’s men don’t appre- 
ciate the value of a barber 
shop shave. 

“When I started out, a bar 
ber would do ten shaves 
fore cutting a head of hair — 

just the reverse of today. Men 
would come into the shop then 
and have a shave to make up 
for lack of sleep, or to othe: 
wise refresh themselves.”

Although the Mayor was

This means that three council 
members will support a free- 
way in some form and two will 
not.

When this measure expired, 
| Payne introduced another call- 
ing for council support of 
Route E—which cuts through 
East Palo Alto, Menlo Park, Pa- 
lo Alto and Stanford land—as 
being the most equitable and 
“vigorously opposing any and 
all other routes.” 
| Both Councilmen ‘said they 
| were introducing the measures 
| just for the record, since the 
2-2 split was obvious. 
| H. E. Moseley, spokesman 

for the O’Connor - Willows- 
| Menalto Freeway Committee 
| (opposing Route E),and Dick 
| Wallner of the Menlo Park 

Freeway Group (opposing 

Route A) both said they were 
| “disappointed” with the vot-

Atherton Budget 
At New High; 
Causes Given 


The cost of city government 

in Atherton, like everywhere 
| else, has gone up, the tentative 
1691-62 Atherton budget shows. | 
The Atherton town council 
adopted the proposed budget 
at its regular monthly meeting 
Monday night — a healthy 
23.244 package, up $63,644 
over this year’s $259,600. 

Council finance chairman 

|R. C. Van Houten pointed out, 
however, that whereas increas- | 
ed expenditures will amount to 
$63,644, the increase in income 
will be an estimated $59,749, | 
leaving a deficit of $3904 to be 
raised either in increased taxes 
or from surplus funds. 

That will be decided by 
August, Van Houten told the 
council, adding that the bud- 
get figures are not final yet. 

City administrator Howard 
Boren explained that final fig 
ures on income and expendi- 
tures and the assessor’s esti- | 
mated value of property in the 
town will be in sometime aftei 
| July 1. These figures will be 
used to determine the tax rate.

‘Charity Dollars’— 
And Competition 


Last week, representatives of the county United Cru- 


sade attended a meeting called by backers of a proposed 
Menlo Park Boys’ club, to point out that the boys’ club, if 
erected, might impinge on the community’s “charity dol- 
lars” in a manner which would be harmful to the Crusade. 

It’s a good point. Charity dollars are, indeed, in short 
supply. 

All of the causes supported by the United Crusade are 
worthy; so is the proposed boys’ club. 

What's needed, of course, is more “charity dollars.” 

As individuals, we may favor one type of “charity” 
over another. We may therefore see fit to limit our giving 
to one agency or group of agencies, as compared to a whole 
lot of voluntary-supported groups. 

As individuals, we can argue that one agency has “too 
much staff” or “does too little,” or that “my youngsters are 
all grown, so why should I support agencies concerned 
with youth activities?” 

Some of the arguments have more or less merit and 
support is allocated by the individual, in keeping with 
how he rates them. 

In spite of this, though, the work done by the charity- 
supported agency is vital to the community. 

If it isn’t done through charity, itll have to be done 
through taxes. 

We like volunteer giving better and urge that, no 
matter which group you choose to support, you give all 
you can to do so, 
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Bike Parking Problem 
A Tough One to Solve 


Once again, with school out, city officials and police 
are confronted with a summer-time downtown parking 
problem. 

It’s the problem of parking bicycles. 

Every year—and every weekend, for that matter — 
youngsters ride into the downtown area and, more often 
than not, find themselves attracted to stores which don’t 
have bicycle parking nearby.

For the past year or so, Stanford University planning 
department officials have been meeting, on a monthly basis, 
with those of neighboring towns. The purpose has been 
to maintain some sort of rapport between the various com- 
munities, in order that future development of the campus, 
its academic preserve, and the surrounding communities 
be harmonious. 

Apparently the conferences have done some good. We 
have heard no recent outcries such as the one which was 
made when Stanford announced plans to allow construction 
of a huge new electronics plants on its lands near Los 
Altos Hills. 

And although Menlo Park city leaders may at times 
make noises which indicate they're a little taken aback by 
the prospect of a two-mile-long linear accelerator across 
Sand Hill Road from Menlo Park, they appear to ge get- 
ting used to the idea that itll probably create fewer 
problems than would a thousand-aere residential develop- 
ment — the university's original plan.

Provided the types of industry selected are harmonious 
with the communities to which they are appended, there 
should be no problem.

The number and character 
of the calls might vary with the 
and the subject. But to 
a parent, 1iid’s welfare, 
heaith, convenience and educa 
tion are pretty impertant 
things and it’s well for a top 
administrator to tal them 
seriously even if, in his own 
mind, he should be deing more 
important tt 

But parents who are ignored 
or cut off or referred to an un- 
derling have an unpleasant ha- 
bit of remembering and, usual- 
ly, they’re heard from again. 

Things are a little easier at 
city hall. 

Most of the calls received,

But he emphasized that the 
real problem is not the actual 
fund raising, but “getting peo- 
ple to believe the club belongs 
to edch individual.” 

More or less the same idea 
was expressed by Truce when 
he stated: “This is a burgeon- 
ing area, a growing area, with 
much force to it. But the peo- 
ple aren’t adequately acquaint- 
ed with the need for a Boys 
Club.” 

One of the salient points 
disclosed at the city hall par- 
ley, which attracted about 15 
spectators, was that the local 
club will immediately re- 
ceive $10,000 from the Boys 
Clubs of America’ organiza- 
tion on the success of its 
fund and building program. 


L. C. Smith, San Mateo con- 
tractor sparking efforts to 
build a Boys Club unit in Belle 
Haven Park, emphasized that 
in case the United Fund can’t 
help, between $35,000 and $50.- 
000 must be raised to “put ‘it 
over.” 

Club proponents envision a 
$150,000 facility at Ivy Drive 
and Market Place which would 
include a gym, shop, game 
room, library, kitchen and club 
room. Smith said the San Ma- 
teo County Boys Club, of which 
he’s a past president, was able 
to build an identical structure 
—minus the gym—for about 
$1000 through donated labor 
and free materials. He sees the 
same opportunity for the Men- 
lo Park group. 

The club, formulated three 
years ago, is leasing 312 acres 
in Belle Haven from the city at 
$12 per year for a 30-year per- 
iod, 
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ceived notice that at least $100,- 
000 —- and probably more — 
would have to be added to the 
budget because of increased 
costs in welfare aid voted by 
the state legislature.

Now that all the excitement of graduation and closing day 
exercises has quieted down, it may be time to take a thought- 
ful look at the social customs that have grown up around aca- 
demic life in recent years. 

Certainly the pendulum has swung to the opposite point 
from the time when school meant a fairly demanding schedule 
with the books thrown high when the last day of school came. 

Today’s parents have given themselves a great deal of 
pleasure as far as providing fun for their children. It starts 
with birthday parties for two year-olds and ends with a fabu- 
lous grad night party when the senior year in high school is 
completed. 

Between times we have graduation for nursery schoolers, 
dancing parties for sixth graders, luaus for eighth graders and 
junior proms that set a young escort back about $30 for an 
evening for two. 

Four parties a year are generally the rule in the grade 
school level, sponsored by the mothers and approved by the 
schools. 

At the eighth grade level, besides the private parties to 
which children are asked, it is considered by some important 
to have dancing parties for which a band is engaged. It is also 
sometimes true that not more than ten couples do more than 
listen to the musicians. 

Is it possible that all this emphasis on sophisticated parties 
pushes our youngsters towards too early social maturity? A 
few undoubtedly, are ready, but there must still be many girls 
and boys who would have more fun at a pienic with perhaps 
folk dancing as entertainment. 

These parties are expensive in money and time. Is it fair 
to give children parties in their early school life which may 
well never be duplicated in glamor and excitement even in their 
adult lives? Is it not possible, moreover, that the parties are 
lost on many of the youngsters who because of immaturity 
are socially inept and thus ill at ease at the more sophisticated 
affair. 

If a general downgrading of parties were considered at the 
elementary and high school age level, is it possible that the 
parents would be more disappointed than their children?
